Ost sportsmen think of Maine 
M when they think of landlocked 


salmon. You can begin at Sebago 
Lake in April and fish your way through 
a series of salmon waters northward, 
ending in June at the Fish River Chain 
of Lakes in Northern Aroostook County. 
This would give you several months of 
as good fishing as anyone could reason- 
ably ask for. 

Write Migis Lodge at South Casco, 
Sebago Lake, about accommodations. 
Sebago is one of the first large lakes to 
become free of ice in the spring, usually 
early in April and the fishing season 
starts then. 

Sebago Lake has smallmouth bass, 
landlocked salmon, trout and white 
perch fishing. Salmon fishing is good in 
spring and again in autumn. 

Sharing the spotlight with fresh water 
fishing in Sebago Lake and others in 


Cumberland County is salt water fishing 
off Bailey Island. There is deep sea sport 
in the pollock and mackerel, and in fish- 
ing for giant tuna in Mark Island Gulley 
off Bailey Island. Write Driftwood Cot- 
tages or Ocean View Hotel at Bailey 
Island. 

There is good fishing for smallmouth 
bass, pickerel, landlocked salmon, and 
trout at Long Lake, Highlands and 
Woods lakes, north of Sebago. ‘ Write 
Christmas Tree Inn or Pioneer Camps at 
Bridgeton, Me. This is good deer hunt- 
ing country also.

es sunfish probably seemed as big 
and important to the kid as a thirty- 
pound salmon would have looked to me. 
He sat hunched down at the end of the 
little pier where the boats were tied up, 
and his eyes were glued to the red and 
white float that drifted just beneath the 


tip of his slender bamboo pole. Three 


times I'd watched him. yank the whole 
rig out of water with a whoop and each 
time there had been no fish on the hook. 

Moying quietly out on the rough, 
worn boards, I looked over his shoulder 
and saw three or four fat sunfish cruising 


; ~~ slowly around his worm. After a bit one 
of them grabbed the hook crossways in 

his mouth, one end of the worm trailing 
aaiout behind, and ran toward the deep 


water with a zip that pulled the float 


under. About the time the lad got or-

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When I came by again a few days 
later he was playing around the boats 
but his pole was nowhere in sight. He’d 
quit fishing, he told me, because he 
couldn’t get any more bites. His parents, 
he said, wouldn’t allow him out in a boat

“were so overgrown with bushes he 


couldn’t get near the water. And there 
werent any more fish around the pier.

At this point, I should admit that 
nder some conditions real skill is re- 
uired in playing heavy fish on fine tip- 
ets. Water containing many snags and 
ycks can make the handling of a fish 
ecome a problem requiring great judg- 
ent and skill. But on the average, skill 
ith a light leader requires only a little 
ractice and its use is not a break but a 
andicap for the fish. 

The purpose of this article isn’t to 
rge everyone to stop using fine leaders 
nd go back to heavy ones. It is an effort 
) bring the importance of fine leaders 
nd their true sporting value under the 
0tlight. Personally, I use fine leaders, 
ght lines and featherweight rods. I do 
because I enjoy fishing “light,” but an 
Imost equally important reason is that 
ve found I can ‘hook more fish that 
ay. My fish may have a somewhat bet- 
x chance of breaking free when I use 
ne leaders, but they have much less 
hance of surviving my fishing unless I 
hoose to release them after capture. 

My old friend, Al Prindle, the erst- 
hile postmaster of Shushan, gives the 
‘out in the Battenkill, which we both 
sh, a better sporting chance than I do. 
[e likes to strike them hard and I can al- 
rays tell how many rises he’s had if I 
ay within two hundred yards of him. 
very time he feels a touch he yells 
Hiya!” and tries his best to throw the 
sh back over his shoulder. Every once 
1 a while he loses a trout in the grass, 


but it is pure libel to say that he has 
lost more fish in the meadows than in 
the stream. He breaks more of his 1X 
leaders than I do of the 4X and 5X tip- 
pets which I use. His hooks have cut 
through the jaws of a lot more trout than 
Tve left flies in. He’s hard on tackle as 
well as rough with the fish. But because 
he knows where to put his Leadwing 
Coachman and how to work it when he 
gets it there, he catches a respectable 
number of trout. 

Al has made a set of pretty stiff rules 
for himself. When he takes his fly rod in 
hand the chances are the trout will have 
to take a No. 10 Leadwing Coachman 
on a 1X leader in order to qualify for his 
creel, That's handicap enough to skunk 
the average angler. If you're looking for 
a real sporting proposition, just go out 
and see what you can do with a rig like 
that on a gin-clear stream like the Bat- 
tenkill, Neversink or East Branch of the 
Ausable. 

Now for a close look at this “light, 
sporting” tackle and a better judgment 
of what sort of a break it is for the fish. 

There may be some circumstances in 
which anglers use 4X filaments when a 
heavy bass leader would do just as well, 
but such instances are rare. The only 
time most anglers purposely give the fish 
a break is when they're so easy to catch 
the fishermen can afford to experiment 
and don’t give a darn whether they land 
any fish or not. The usual story that goes

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with the use of fine filaments is: “We 
don’t land as many fish as we would if 
we played them on heavier leaders, but 
we hook a lot more.” And then in the 
interest of truth they should add: “If we 
didn’t fish fine we might not hook any 
at all.” 

The rest of the tackle that goes with 
fine leaders is also generally considered 
advantageous to the fish. Take the line, 
for example. A fly line is a bulky thing. 
The heavier the line, the more splash and 
commotion it makes when it strikes the 
water or moves through it and, conse- 
quently, the more likely it is to alarm 
the fish. The finer, less visible line that 
goes with long fine leaders and light 
rods is less likely to frighten the fish,

It is surprising how quickly it 
will do it. 

The trout took line in a strong rush, 
then quartered back and forth, finning 
strongly against the pressure of the rod 
as he tried to put distance and depth be- 
tween us.

endeavor to fill all orders promptly,” he” 
said, and a minute later he boated a 
twin to mine. ; 

I have fished for a good many years, 
on both sides of the border, but I mark 
that midsummer day as one of the pleas- 
antest of my life. I was soaked with 
perspiration. I felt grimy and smelled 
abominably of fish, but I was happy. The 
trout ran larger than those in the river 
and they showed a preference to certain 
patterns. At times there were long min- 
utes between rises, and then we would 
take two or three in quick succession. It 
was the kind of fishing which makes the 
inactive periods as exciting as the active 
ones. 

Then, as the copper disc of the sun 
slid down to touch the rim of the moun- 
tain, Everett eased his rod under the 
seat and lifted the anchor. I was keenly 
disappointed, for while the fishing had 
been good enough to satisfy even the 
most enthusiastic angler I knew that, 
theoretically at least, it should be even 
better as twilight began to fall.

and eleven, respectively, I can un- 

dertake to pass on some observa- 
tions and experiences in teaching them 
to fish and instilling in them an interest 
in the sport. It is impossible to tell at 
this moment whether or not their inter- 
est in fishing will be permanent but there 
is no doubt that as of this writing the 
enthusiasm of both boys is keen and ac- 
tive. 

At the age of three each boy was 
taken fishing. The elder lad was pro- 
vided with a fly rod, reel, line, leaders 
and hooks or flies to start out with. I soon 
realized that this was an error and, al- 
though he caught a few fish, he needed 
considerable help in playing them be- 
cause the tackle was complicated and 
difficult to use. He couldn’t cast without 
getting into a mess because casting, even 
with a short line, was too much for him. 
So I retrieved the light fly casting outfit 
before it was damaged and set it away 
for his later use, providing instead a long 
cane pole and line with hooks, floats, 
short leaders and flies. 

This worked better for it was simple 
to manage and if a line or leader be- 
came irretrievably tangled he was able to 


Be a father of two boys, now eight 


replace it with a new one from a num- 


ber of spares I had given him. This 
tackle was inexpensive and by giving 
him spares I cut down the frustration 
he would normally have had when his 
tackle failed to “work” (and saved my- 
self a lot of untangling as well). Young- 
sters go out to catch fish, have action 
and excitement, not to watch their 
fathers having the fun and doing things 
that are beyond them. I believe that too 
much tedious effort without-some excit- 
ing reward as a direct result will dull 
their interest and make fishing seem 
more like work than play. 

My own interest was largely in trout 


- and bass fishing but I took the young- 


sters to small ponds where I knew they 


-could catch panfish. I tried to give them 


the minimum amount of supervision and 
let them develop the greatest independ- 
ence in their fishing. When they were in 
a good place, equipped with sufficient 
tackle and bait I went off a ways and 
fished. When I heard a shout for help 


I returned to Give it but each time ad- 
monished them that it was up to them 
to look out for themselves and not spoil 
my fishing. 

Whenever action was so slow that 
they quit fishing I'd try to teach them 
something new or, if that failed, take 
them home so that they didn’t associate 
being bored and inactive with the sport. 
When worms wouldn’t work I'd look 
around for a sunfish nest and show them

how to skim a fly over it using their ow 
poles and the flies I'd given them. W 
caught grasshoppers, crickets, grubs an 
other insects to try to tempt worn 
wary fish. I never sat in the car an 
read or slept, working on the theory thi 
if the fishing was too boring for me 
was too boring for them, too. When fis] 
ing was poor we looked for turtles an 
frogs and birds and similar wildlife 1 
be caught or studied around the pond 


After the first few times I never took 
them fishing unless they asked to go. I 
think a child may tend to resent the 
things he has to do and that he'll have 
more interest in doing things he wants to 
do when he wants to do them and not 
necessarily when it has been planned for 
him. That doesn’t mean that I dropped 
everything to take the boys fishing when- 
ever they asked to be taken but that I 
let them have a little less fishing than 
they wanted rather than a little more. 
Many a time I left them home when I'd 
have loved to take them along as com- 
pany. 

At the age of seven I gave my elder 
son his fly casting outfit again and put 
an old plug casting outfit at his disposal. 
By that time he had managed to develop 
a real skill with the cane pole and cast- 
ing the fly rod came naturally. He was 
also deft enough with his fingers to make 
up a few flies that were effective on sun- 
fish. At the beginning of that season his 
fishing was mostly for panfish. He 
caught his first trout in the pool in front 
of the house on a worm on the casting 
rod during the highwater of that spring 
while I was in the house working. He 
was so excited he rushed up from the 
river and into the house with the fish 
flopping from the tip of the rod. (It was 
legal.) When the river settled into dry 
fly conditions he caught a few trout on 
the floaters and was bitten hard by the 
dry fly bug. That year, too, he was able 
to cast well enough to catch a few bass 
and northern pike, rowing the boat and 
taking his turn at casting. 


On THE opening day of the trout sea- 
son in his eighth year the rivers were 
low and fly fishing conditions were good. 
We hit the stream right after breakfast in 
company with two veteran fly fishermen. 
Upon our arrival at the stream I waded 
across it, carrying him picky-back in 
order to put him on a long shelving 
beach where he could wade out far 
enough for a decent back cast. Before I 
got back to my side of the Battenkill to 
start fishing Allan had caught the first 
trout for our group on a streamer fly 
he'd tied himself. 

In his ninth year he continued to im- 
prove and in his tenth he was old enough 
and responsible enough to go along on 
some of my flying trips. into the bush. 
As a result he caught, unaided, a five- 
pound eastern brook trout on a dry fly 
and about 20 Atlantic salmon and grilse, 
achieving early in his youth something 
many veteran anglers never manage to 
attain. 

My younger son, Barry, now going 
into his ninth year, has shown a similar 
development and interest in fishing. Last 
season he hooked, played and beached 
some fair trout and a few Atlantic sal- 
mon with considerable coaching. When 
the first salmon he hooked jumped clear 
of the water alongside the dory it 
shocked him so much that he started to

cry. Even so he remembered his earlier 
teachings and didn’t freeze up on the 
line. When the fish had run himself 
out he was talked into “playing him 
just as if he were a little trout”. . . and 
eventually brought the fish in. 

Both lads are away at school now and 
most of their fishing is limited to vaca- 
tions. They have to plan and work for 
their fishing trips except for the Batten- 
kill which flows by the house. I used to 
help them dig worms when they were 
small and taught them how to catch 
nightwalkers, waking them up in the 
middle of the night when conditions 
were right but as soon as they were able 
to do things for themselves I let them 
carry as much of the work that goes with 
fishing as they could. I made them want 
to fish every time they went fishing. 
Theyre normal youngsters and fishing 
is only one of the many sports they find 
interest in but I believe it may serve 
them as relaxation when all the others 
have faded and will make their lives 
better from beginning to end. 

The results of this system have been 
very gratifying and, I believe, will work 
with most youngsters. Let them fish 
where theyll catch something. Never 
make them go fishing. Give them as 
much responsibility as they can carry. 
(If you do all the worm digging and 
rowing in the beginning they may think 
fishing isn’t worth the candle when all 
of a sudden, they have to do it them- 
selves.) As a final suggestion let them 
clean their own fish. Barry and Allan 
clean their own fish and sometimes mine, 
too. I'm old fashioned enough to think 
that since they're going to have to pay 
for their pleasures when they grow up 
they might just as well start carrying 
some of their own freight while they're 
kids. 


Walleyes on Top 


ees the early summer when the 
waters warm up, the walleyes will 
come to the top for floating lures at night 
and add that extra touch of excitement 
that always goes with a surface strike. 
Bass bugs and surface plugs will work 
just about as well as streamer flies and 
casting lures that run just beneath the 
surface whenever the water to be fished 
is reasonably calm. There’s a special 
thrill to a surface strike in the darkness 
when the air is still, A strike that can be 
heard as well as felt is more exciting 
than a silent strike can hope to be. Wall- 
eyes can be caught on the surface in 
waters ranging from two to ten feet 
deep. The lure should be moved just 
about the way it is normally fished for 
bass with the accent on the slow side. 
White or red-and-white plugs seem to 
work best and the plugs should be on 
the small side. The water should be 
fished slowly and if one walleye is taken 
the surrounding area should be covered 
thoroughly before moving on.

Salmon and Automatic Reels _ 


oe Atlantic salmon be taken on an 
automatic reel? That question has 
been bruited around for a good many 
years and the answer is a very slightly 
qualified negative. When an Atlantic 
salmon has water enough to run in he’s 
likely to do better than a hundred yards 
at a clip and that’s too much for a spring 
winder. The reel, with a slip drag if it. 
has one, will let the fish carry on without 
any trouble for that distance but when a 
salmon gets so far out and is traveling 
fast there should be no drag at all on 
the reel. It should have only the drag 
necessary to keep a free-turning spool 
from over-running. This is impossible 
with most automatics. A second factor 
is the need for taking in long stretches of 
line. The springs in the automatics will 
only bring in a small share of the line

Roil the Waters 


| Be angler should know that fish 
tend to be attracted to a disturbance 
in the water where there is nothing 
at hand to frighten them. ‘As a young- 
ster I used to catch and sell bait and one 
of the standard tricks for catching min- 
nows was to stir up the mud at the edge 
of the lake and then wait for the min- 
nows to come and investigate.

Such a cave-in | 
may bring a few worms and grubs into 


the stream with it and will always inter- 
est the trout. It takes time for a fish to 


reassure himself that the cave-in or roil-| 


ing of the water does not constitute a 

danger for him. He will be cautious but 

if he can see nothing suspicious he'll 

come out. The angler’s job is to make 

himself inconspicuous and move as little 

and as slowly as possible in fishing the 
_ spots he has roiled. 

Bass are caught surprisingly often at 
the old swimming hole or near a diving 
platform or beach just after the crowd 
of swimmers has left. The commotion 
made by the swimmers interests the bass 
and as soon as the actual disturbance is 
over they'll move in to see what’s afoot. 
The wading around and swimming tends 
to stir up the bottom and expose some 
insect food as well as attracting minnows 
for the bass to feed on. A disturbance 
that frightens fish is bad while it fright- 
ens them but once the fright is over 
they'll be more alert and interested than 
before. 


Playing a Pike 


X First glance one might think that 
playing a pike is just like playing 
any other kind of fish but that’s another 
one of the booby traps of fishing. Al- 
though general rules apply through the 
sport special rules come in to over-ride 
them all along the line. It is that way 
with the pike. His fight is a little different 
from that of most fish. Like his cousins 
the pickerel and musky he’s a lier-in- 
wait and a grabber.

movement or sound. Another run or two 
of similar nature will develop and pass. 
Finally he'll let you bring him alongside. 
If he were a bass or trout and came in 
so easily you could mark him down for 
a well-whipped fish but, being a pike, 
he’s likely to lie motionless for a minute 
alongside the boat and then suddenly 
dart away with something resembling 
his original speed. 

In playing a pike look for sudden 
bursts of speed rather than power and 
long, dogged runs. Let him run himself 
out unless the snag danger is too great. 
Holding back hard may snap a line on a 
pike that was due to stop suddenly of 
his own accord within a few feet. He 
needn’t be played hard except close to 
the boat at the end of the fight . . . and 
then with considerable care.

the bottom and the simplest way is to 
fish with bait. 

The bait must be on or very near the 
bottom and yet be so attached to the 
line that the fish will be felt immediately 
if he takes the bait. Simplest rig is to 
have a small sinker at the very end of 
the line and the hook at the end of a 
short leader which is attached a little 
farther up the line than the leader 
length. Then, after the cast is made the 
line can be tightened up until there is a 
slight tension on the sinker, The moment 
a bluegill takes the bait the angler can 
feel it and set the hook. Any of the 

natural baits such as worms, small min- 
nows, grasshoppers or dragonfly larvae 
can be used.

If it is 
very stiff, one size heavier would handle 
better and if it is soft, one size lighter.

that any sort of power cruiser 

must necessarily be pushed by an 
inboard motor, This notion has lately 
undergone some revision. Why can’t an 
outboard do it, too? One builder of small 
inboard cruisers decided to find out and 
today he supplies both. Prospective buy- 
ers will be interested to learn that the 
outboard installation can save one the 
not inconsiderable sum of about one 
thousand dollars. 

The Davis boat building firm of Sol- 
omons, Maryland, created more than a 
ripple after the war by introducing a 
pint-sized, low-priced inboard cabin 
cruiser known as the Cruisalong. They 
have now come out with a 21-foot cruis- 
er of the same design but with a stern 
equipped to carry any outboard motor 
of 10 hp. or more. And that, combined 
with a few extra fittings that standard 
inboard installations ordinarily carry, 
is where the thousand dollar difference 
comes in. Hulls are the same. 

So what you've got is an outboard 
cabin cruiser, together with the sleeping 
and eating facilities implied in classify- 
ing any: craft as a cruiser. But let’s look 
further. This model is known as the 
Converter, which means that if at any 
time you feel so inclined and your pock- 
etbook permits, it will be a simple mat- 


Or: upon a time it was believed 


ter to convert from outboard to inboard - 


ower. The boat is built with engine 

bed installed and shaft log bored. You 
have only to hoist an inboard motor 
aboard. 


At the National Motor Boat Show | 


where this versatile craft was first ex- 
hibited, I heard some of the crowd in- 
dividually wonder if outboard motor 
power would really work as a genuine 
cruising proposition. The doubters evi- 
dently hadn’t kept up with the times. 
For example, there was the home-built 
Poly-Wog, the 18-foot houseboat in 
which the entire Shepard family of six 
cruised 2300 miles of Mississippi and 
adjoining waters powered solely by an 
Evinrude Lightfour. This two-month 
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Here’s comfort and maneuverability 


afloat to fit the average pocketbook 


odyssey proved so successful that the 
following summer they cruised 1700 
miles in Hudson River, Champlain and 
Canadian waters, lugging their house- 
boat to the point of embarkation by 
trailer. 

A length of 21 feet seems to be about 
the limit for a satisfactory outboard 
cruiser and most of the stock boats of 
this type are less, From an inboard cruis- 
ing standpoint, this must be classed as 
relatively cramped living space. How 
ever, your power plant is hanging over 
the stern instead of occupying useful 
space, which. means not only a cleaner 
and sweeter boat but probably a safer 
one in that there is no gasoline aboard, 
with the possibility of fire. Further, 
there’s no heavy engine to sink the boat 
in the event of a serious collision, 

Wide diversity as to design, length 
and material exists among the various 
stock outboard cruisers being currently 


produced. The smallest of which we 
have any record is the 14-foot 10-inch 
Cub, built by Liberty Coach of Bre- 
men, Indiana, and weighing about 750 
pounds. Builders suggest any outboard 
motor between 5 and 16 hp. as suitable, 
the result being a speed range of from 
6 to 15 mph. 


Design of the Cub differs radically 


from that of most other outboard cruis- 
ers in that it is scow-type, square asa 
board at the bow. For a 14-footer, this 
presents obvious advantages, allowing 
living quarters to be carried right up to 
the end of the square bow. Also because 


of the peculiar bow combined with a 
hull draft of only 4 to 6 inches, the boat 


can be driven ashore almost anywhere, 
permitting the crew to step ashore dry- 


shod. The cabin is 8 feet long with 56— 


inches of headroom, has two berths 6 
feet 5 inches long with locker space un- 


derneath. A locker in the bow provides | 


the sez : 
marine fir plywood. 


Shepard 15-foot outboard cruiser of 6- 
foot 4-inch beam produced by the Orono 
Boat Works .of Wazata, Minn. She also 
weighs about 750 pounds and is obvi- 
-ously well built as the specifications -re- 
veal. There are sawn frames every two 
feet, inner and outer keelsons of oak, 
double planking throughout the hull. 
The cabin is made of a one-piece 
molding of mahogany and birch cover- 
ing the forward two-thirds of the boat. 
The entire sedan is turned into a double 
berth when the floor piece is raised 
level with the two cabin seats. A wide 
range of horsepower in outboard motors 
is feasible—anywhere from 5 to 33. With 
a 10 hp. motor the boat will carry 400 
pounds in addition to her own weight 
for planing speed. The draft of the boat 
is only 6 inches and maneuverability ap- 
pears to be exceptional. Builders in fact 
claim the boat can be operated at speed 
in any water and more safely than any 
other 15-foot boat that they have ever 
seen. 

Fleetcraft Corporation of Philadel- 
phia has lately gone into production 
with a plywood outboard cruiser slightly 
longer, a 16-footer of 6-foot 6-inch 
beam known as the Cruiseabout, weigh- 
ing about 600 pounds. Outboard motor 
power recommendations range from 
7% to 22 hp. Airplane style wheel and 
throttle can be used, although these are 
classed as extras to standard equipment. 


N™ in length montage comes some- 
thing very different, or at least as 
regards hull material. This is an 18%-foot 
} outboard cruiser of aluminum known as 
the Aero-Craft, built by Harwill of St. 
Charles, Mich. The cabin measures 6 
feet by 8 feet by 52 inches, the stern 
cockpit 6 feet, the windows and door be- 
ing opened in fine weather and closed in 
foul. The cabin sleeps three. The boat 
weighs only about 550 pounds and can 
be loaded on a trailer by two people. 

As for larger boats in this essentially 
small-boat class, the 21-foot Cruisalong 
has already been described. The only 
other 21-footer that appears to be in cur- 
rent production is the Culver cabin 
cruiser of 7-foot 4-inch hull beam and 
5-foot cabin beam built by Culver Boat 
Corp. of Mentor, Ohio. Naturally, with 
a little more length you get a little more 
elbow room, as the Culver appears to 
bear out. 

This boat has a sedan type of ‘cabin

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Outboard Cruiser Plans 
As the special benefit of those who © 


prefer to build their own outboard 
cruisers, we urge the advisability of 
working specifically from a set of plans. 
A specialized craft of this type must be 
designed for its own purpose, buoyancy 
and the whole construction aft being 
taken into consideration. A hull in- 
tended for inboard installation will rare- 
ly if ever prove satisfactory with an out- 
board. 

Among various outboard cruiser plans 
for home building, we are attracted by 
two from drawing boards of a firm of 
naval architects, Westlawn Associates 
of Montville, N. J., although the two 
haven’t much in common. One shows a 
raised deck V-bottom 20-footer of 8-foot 
beam and normal draft of 1 foot 5 
inches. It is a regular planking job. The 
cabin contains two berths, hanging 
space, a small galley and a toilet in- 
stalled under one of the cabin seats, A 
motor of about 15 hp. is suggested. This 
boat won't be as easily transported on a 
trailer as some of the lightweight stock 
built boats. 

Nor will she prove as easy for an ama- 
teur to build as the other craft just re- 
ferred to;.a pram or garvey type of 
cruiser measuring 16 feet overall. Water 
line length, you note, is almost 4 feet 
less, a fact that tells something about 
the possibilities of poking her Bail up 
against a river bank and stepping ashore. 
Apparently, any outboard motor of 4 hp. 
and upward can be used, although one 
in the 12 to 16 hp. range appears to 
work out best. This should give about 
14 mph. The boat seems essentially a 
river, bay or small lake job. Normal draft 
is 7 inches, displacement 1140 pounds,

All the salt water charts are pub- 
lished by the U. S. Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, Commerce Building, Washing- 
ton 25, D, C. Agencies in most seaport 
towns—such as marine hardware deal- 
ers—sell these charts, or at least those 
relating to their own general vicinity. 
When planning a cruise, get a chart cat- 
alog listing the various charts of the ter- 
ritory concerned. From this, pick the 
charts you need. If the local agency 
hasn’t a catalog, send to Washington. 
The charts include portions of tideway 
rivers, such as the Hudson from New 
York to Albany. 

For the Great Lakes and various ad- 
joining waters, including lakes in New 
York State and the Barge Canal, you 
will get charts from the U. S. Lake Sur- 
vey, 630 Federal Building, Detroit 26, 
Mich. Here again, ask for a catalog, from 
which the individual charts required can 
be picked. U. S. Lake Survey charts 
even take in those wilderness waters off 
to the Northwest, Rainy Lake and Lake 
of the Woods.

How to Roll ’Em 


HE moving equipment required to 

roll a heavy boat to water over soft 
or uneven ground doesn’t amount to 
much. Four planks and two rollers will do 
it, although three rollers are sometimes 
preferred, They can be wood or piping. 
Lay the planks ahead like a railroad 
track, straddling them with the rollers. A 
quickly hammered-together skid of old 
lumber can serve as the boat’s cradle. 
The boat can ride on her side in case it 
proves handier than an upright position. 
Or, if flat-bottomed, she can roll on her 
own. The idea is to keep laying track 
ahead as she proceeds, rushing the planks 
and rollers from astern to keep up with 
the advancing bow.

myself. The average nimrod who can 
hit a flying crow at three hundred yards 
offhand on a dark night in a gusty 
wind won't be interested.

For lack of a better name I shall call 


this little contraption a “bipod,” al- 
though some cynics have suggested 
other names. The materials consist of 
two pieces of wood about 28 inches by 
8 by % inches, two pieces of felt, two 
flat washers and one lock washer, and 
a bolt and nut, the latter being hard- 
ware, not human. I believe the accom- 
panying drawings will clarify things 
better than I can tell them, but I'll ex- 
plain briefly anyhow. 

Before going any further let me say 
none of these dimensions is arbitrary, 
and can be altered to fit the individual 
and his rifle. I only give these because 
I had to put down something definite.

Now test to see how far from the insi¢

when finished. With a few trials, keep- 
ing the wire in the same relative spot 
on both pieces, the jaws should fit the 
ck perfectly. Then clamp the pieces 
with the parallel edges together and 
ore the bolt holes. Then bolt together. 
After the pieces are bolted together and 
all important dimensions are estab- 
lished, they can be taken apart and 
lightened to suit by removing excess 
wood, after which the job is finished as 
soon as it is reassembled. 
Now for the advantages and disad- 
antages, and we'll dispose of the dis- 
advantages first. Immediately some 
skeptic will pounce on the fact that the 
bipod has to be carried, and I have to 
agree. I’ve never seen one yet that was 
ambulatory. But by lightening, the 
nished product should weigh little 
more than a pound, and can be carried 
on the belt or elsewhere with ease and 
will hardly be noticed. The weight is 
a trifling detail. The worst hurdle is 
public opinion. My friends got them- 
selves all over grass stains rolling on 
he ground holding their sides when 
ey first saw mine. But don’t let that 
bother you, your turn will come. Mine 
Now the advantages. Obviously the 
question will be, Does the bipod offer 
any advantages over the kneeling, sit- 
ting and prone positions? We will rule 
but standing for the simple reason that 
t won’t be used anyhow except when 
all other positions are impracticable. So 
ell start at the top and work down. 
As for kneeling, that is an ideal position 
or praying for the average hunter and, 
while there are exceptions of course, 
ost hunters will get as much game 
by prayer alone in this position as they 


with a rifle Sitting is both com- 
rtable and ly, but poses the prob- 
m of varied sling tension shooting up- 
hill or down, and getting in position 
takes longer than with the bipod. 

Besides, the bipod permits easy flex- 
ibility in height and movement impossi- 
ble in the sitting position. Prone, of 
course, is extremely steady and is also 
the most democratic position of all. In 
a good prone position you learn to 
know every grasshopper and ant for 
yards around and, except in well 
cleared areas, will be able to see as 
much as 20 feet ahead. Here some pur- 
ist may argue that prone is much more 
accurate than using the bipod, even if 
you can’t see anything. To this I can 
only say my heavy ’scope-sighted target 
rifle will lay them inside an inch circle 
with the bipod at 100 yards. I know 
because I had a friend take the outfit 
and prove it to me. As compared to all 
the standard positions the bipod will 
allow any comfortable sitting position, 
considerable height adjustment, and is 
far faster than any other position of 
equal steadiness. 

While I think its province is mostly 
in long range varmint shooting and in- 
suring head shots with a .22, it may 
even have a place with those intrepid 
cliff-hopping characters who hunt sheep 
and goats. Almost any clear day you 
can see swarms of these gentlemen 
sneaking furtively up the side of a per- 
pendicular mountain carrying nothing 
but a ‘scope-sighted rifle, binoculars, 
telescope, camera, rope, knife, pistol, 
a few groceries, and a small stove. This 
is known as stalking. While I’ve never 
seen the bipod in such high society 
there certainly ought to be a place for 
it somewhere. After long hours of this 
precipice wiping ‘your goat hunter has 
reached a point where he can look 
down on the goats. He does all this 
because it’s considered bad taste to 
look up to anything as smelly as a goat.

“Must’ve been three hundred pigeons 
in that flock if there were ten!” Jerry ex- 
claimed. “Hey, here comes another 
bunch, just over the farmhouse—” 

I gripped the gunstock, thumb hov- 
ering over the safety. But the birds head- 
ing straight for our snag veered off 
sharply, and followed the fence line as 
the big flock had done, but lower. We 
heard muffled reports, and two birds 
quit abruptly and came down. A crip- 
ple slanted into the pea stubble, and a 
huge white setter bounded from the 
fence row to make the retrieve. 

“Looks like we got end-zone seats for 
the big game,” Jerry grumbled. “But 
I've seen a bird dog retrieve a pigeon, 
an’ theyre supposed to hate the smell 
ofem.” i 

By quarter to nine we'd counted 
twenty-three flocks of pigeons that had 
crossed the big field, yet the shells we’d 
originally loaded with were still unfired.

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BENCH avd FIELD 


By HENRY P. DAVIS, KENNEL EDITOR 


D. RING the past winter I attended sev- 
eral of our largest bench shows. Natural- 
ly; 1 spent most of my time watching the 
judging of the sporting group. It has 
always been our contention that the 
pointing breeds can be dogs of great 
beauty and at the same time possess ex- 
cellent field qualities. Yet when one calls 
to memorys eye some of the greatest 
field trial winning dogs of the present 
and recent past it is easy to realize that 
very few of the pointers and setters that 
are successful in today’s field trials could 
win any sort of recognition in the show 
ring. 

By the same token, when a field dog 
enthusiast watches the average group of 
bench show pointers and setters being 
put through their paces in the show ring, 
it is not hard for him to come to the con- 
clusion that very few of this group could 
offer much serious competition in field

and to field trial champs 


trials. Bench show pointers and setters 
are generally beautiful animals in pose 
or repose, but it is when he sees them in 
action that the field dog man is inclined 
to look askance on the entire lot. The 
dogs are moved at the end of a short 
leash with the handler generally holding 
the dog’s head so that his front feet seem 
barely to touch the floor. This seems to 
give the dog an exaggerated hackney- 
horse sort of gait which is entirely im- 
practical in rough terrain, Yet when they 
are occasionally shown on a long leash 
some of the gaits seem even more awk- 
ward. 

In this correspondent’s humble opin- 
ion, the terms “free movement, reaching, 
good drive behind” are too loosely used 
by some bench show judges and ex- 
hibitors. I am convinced that some of the 
winners I saw at these shows are entirely

incapable of sustaining a free gallop over 
rough country for any appreciable length 
of time, much less register what field 
dog men term “flashy action.” I saw one 
well known Irish setter bring the house 
down with an exhibition of good tail ac- 
tion but with the front feet apparently 
trying to climb a set of invisible stairs. 
Such a gait is certainly not conducive to 
speed or endurance. 

Bench show contenders are seldom 
shown in field condition and this seems 
a pity to me. Dogs fully muscled for field 
work are inclined to be a bit “loaded” in 
the. shoulders, according to bench show 
standards, but at least they look capable 
of doing a day’s work afield. The sleek 
softness of the bench show champions’ 
lines are pretty to look at, but after all 
sporting dogs are working dogs and 
gunners often wonder if this type of dog 
is practical in the field. If the bench

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on the Canadian prairies. Later that year 
she was runner-up in the National Pheas- 
ant Championship. In 1948, she won the 
Continental Quail Championship at 
Quitman, Ga., in what is probably the 
greatest bird finding heat in modern 
field trial history. She also made a strong 
bid for the National Championship, only 
to be topped by the sensational perform- 
ance of the pointer, Peter Rinski. 

The McGonigal color-bearer did not 
have it easy in this year’s Championship. 
During the first 1% hours in her first ser- 
ies, Joan ran rather restricted in range, 
but in the last half of her heat she dem- 
onstrated great bird finding abilities, ex- 
cellent style and perfect manners under 
the gun to greatly improve her status in 
the stake. Her bird score was 10 covies 
and two singles, all handled without an 


.error. She was charged with one un- 


productive point. 

It required a second series to clinch 
Joan’s claim to the title. Here she was 
braced with Paladin, her half-brother by 
a different sire, and owned by A. G. C. 
Sage of New York. Paladin, a brilliant 
performer two years her junior, had 
turned in a most impressive race and 
hung up a splendid bird score to rate 
another chance. His was a bold, slash- 
ing effort, which some considered a bit 
too independent for National Champion- 
ship standards. In the second series, he 
did not handle too kindly for Clyde Mor- 
ton, who is responsible for his develop- 
ment, and some of his big flings were 
frowned upon. Given another year’s sea- 
soning under the capable hands of Mor- 
ton, and this correspondent predicts that 
Paladin will be the dog to beat in the 
1950 renewal of the famed champion- 
ship event. 


N HER second series appearance Joan 
scored on 4 covies of quail, but her 
work on singles was not distinguished. 
She had, however, a considerable edge 
on Paladin when ordered up. The win is 
the twelfth placement for Joan and her 
third title. She has proved her profi- 
ciency on three species of game birds, 
quail, pheasants and prairie chicken. 

Joan’s win marked the end of a long 
trail for Harry McGonigal. The popular 
Indiana sportsman has tried to add the 
National Championship trophies to his 
collection on numerous occasions. He 
came close with Amazon’s Village Girl. 
The setter, Mississippi Zev, outshone 
Tyson, another McGonigal contender, in 
a brilliant performance. And Sierra Joan 
barely missed the jackpot last year when 
Peter Rinski ran a practically unbeat- 
able heat. Incidentally, Peter Rinski 
made a bold bid for a successful title de- 
fense in this stake, but the bitch out- 
shadowed him. 

The judges this year were the veteran, 
Nash Buckingham, who has served in 
this stake more often than any other 
living man, Dr. T. Benton King and 
Cecil S. Proctor.
